JVIrs.  Carleaux  is  remembered  by  her  pupils  as  a  most  sympa- 
thetic, thoughtful  techer,  who  was  always  ready  to  listen  and  under- 
stand their  problems.  To  her,  each  child  was  an  individaul  and  his 
troubles  were  hers. 

To  her  fellow-teachers  she  was  thoughtful,  kind,  and  always 
pleasant.  Her  ready  smile  and  willingness  to  do  more  than  her  share 
endeared  her  to  all  those  with  whom  she  worked.  Her  loss  has  been 
deeply  felt.
